Sunday school work a success. It is a sub 
ject that has attracted the attention of all 
good christians who feel the want * and neces- 
sities of Sunday schools. And it is a noted 
fact, that in no other department of the work 
is felt greater want of proper material from 
which to select competent teachers to fill a 
position at once tbe most responsible to be 
entrusted to individuals. An appreciation of 
this, only properly lays the foundation for 
trae qualifications. If the teacher does not, 
or cannot enter into the responsibilities of 
the [>osition, there will be no ceitainty for an 
effectual work, and he would better turn his 
attention to something else. 

The subject under consideration may then 
he divided into three necessary acquisitions : 
intellectual, moral and spiritual. 

Intellectual attainment is a qualification 
that cannot under any circumstances be dis- 
pensed with ; yet it is not all necessary to be 
of the highest order. I have noticed very fre- 
quently t hat teachers of ordinary mental ca- 
pacities will adapt their instructions to better 
advantages and usefulness than those who 
possess the highest literary attainments. 

If the education is sufficient to understand 
the language taught, and a general knowl- 
edge of Bible customs, usages and traditions 
acquired; these will secure the primary pre- 
requisites to insure success, so far as literary 
attainments are concerned. And any one of 
ordinary talcnts^if industrious and in earnest 
can very soon seen re these. So that we feel 
to encourage all who are interested and have 
a desire to become useful in Sun titty school 
work. 

A moral attainment is to conform to rules 
of right respecting s*s'ial 4 u tie*,, an exterior, 
virttioiis deportment, and the practice of tbe 
duties of life as to conduct, behavior and 
course of life with respect to good. This is 
the true basis ii|mn which christianiy is es- 
tablished. 

Any teacher not possessing this quali- 
fication should at once be stricken from the 
roll. The idea of having teachers entrusted 
with tbe duties of instructing children in the 
the way they should go, who have addicted 
themselves to immoral habits and practices 
is repugnant to the refined feelings of a mor- 
alist, and much more to the faithful christian. 
God, the Supreme Lawgiver, saw proper to 
furnish his chosen people with a coda of moral 
laws, and upon these the Livitienl and Gosjm*I 
dispensations rest. It is true, there are moral- 
ists who never embrace Christianity ; but there 
never was a true christian that wait not. also a 
perfect moralist. So closely allied are they, 
M not to be separated in the characteristics of 
a saint. And every Sunday school teacher 
should he a saint, as "like begets like," an 
old adage not at all to Ik: dispised wiUi refer- 
ence tv relii/ium training. 

In keeping ourselves closely con lined to the 
subject, we should at once enter upon the
